Mad To Be In The Game,” 
Senator Johnson Charges 


SAN FRANCISCO, (lP)—U. S. 
Senator Hiram Johnson today 
said “There is_no doubt” the 
United States will go to war. He 
charged that “those in command 
are perfectly mad to be in “the 
game.”

American ships and perhaps ec- 
onomic aid appeared imminent for 
Great Britain today to offset an 
Axis onslaught by bomber squad- 
rons and U-boats against key in- 
dustries and overseas supply lines of 
the British Isles. | 

The gravity of the offensive 
against British shipping was ae 
phasized in the house of commons 
when it was announced that Prime | 
Minister Winston Churchill person- 
ally was directing efforts of British 
experts finding ‘a nearly and ef- 
fective” method of overcoming “ 
resourceful enemy.” ' 

A program for speeding greater 
assistance to Britain was worked 
out at Washington by Secretary of 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr., as 
dispatches from Europe told of a 
spreading offensive against Bri- 
tain, with air attacks on at least 
five industiral centers and plans for | 
Nazi submarines to operate “in 
packs like wolves” against British 
shipping. 

(According to suggestions issued 
through official sources in Wash- 
ington and obviously designed to 
encourage speculation on aid to Bri- 
tain, the United States government 
appeared to be considering: 

1. Making available to Britain all 
American merchant ships that can 
be spared. 

2. Economic or financial aid of a 
type not indicated. 

3. Escorting of suppiy ships half

Registrants Notified It 
Is Incumbent Upon Them To 
Report Changes Of Address 


Selective service headquarters for 
El Dorado County, which moved 
Monday from the postoffice to quar- 
ters on the second floor of the Low- 
er Fairchild Building. opposite the 
Empire Theater, announced Wed- 
nesday that a new quota of ques- 
tionnaires will go forward on Thurs- 
day to men registered. 

At the same time, attaches of the 
Selective service board pointed out 
that it is incumbent upon the reg- 
istrant under the selective service 
rules to notify the board of any 
changes of address. 

It was indicated that some of the 
registrants have failed to inform 
the board of changes of address and 
that some difficulty has been en- 


couritered by the board in certain | 


instances in their efforts to com- 
municate with the men. 


All changes of address must be 
reported to the board. Penalties 
may be invoked for such failure, ac- 
cording to provisions of the law. 

The new set of questionnaires will 
number about 150 and will go for- 
ward in groups of about twenty-five 
per day. 

Registrants will find the advisory 
draft board in session afternoons 
and evenings at the War Veterans 
Memorial Building to assist them in 
filling out their questionnaires, 
which must be returned to the draft 
board within five days. 

The questionnaires will guide the 
board in further classification of 
men registered under the selective 
service act.
